DETERMINED campaign¬ 
ers are ready to fight a sec¬ 
ond developer’s plans to 
build on a rural beauty spot. 

Thousands joined forces with the 
county and borough councils and 
other groups to defeat AXA’s plans to 
build the Kent International Gateway 
(KIG) freight depot in Bearsted. 

These jubilant protesters are now 
preparing to go head-to-head against 
the Kent Rail and Freight Terminal 
(KRAFT) proposals earmarked for 
countryside between Borough Green 
and Wrotham. Campaign group

Protect Kent has vowed to fight the 
plans for a 250-acre road-to-rail 
freight interchange on green belt land 
partly classified as an area of out¬ 
standing natural beauty (AONB). 

Deputy director Sean Furey said: 
“We’re ready for them - most of the 
arguments against KIG apply to 
KRAFT There’s no justification for 
this scheme. 

“It’s in the green belt and partially 
on land which is an AONB, so it will 
be tougher for them than KIG to get 
planning permission. 


‘We are continuing to raise aware¬ 
ness of the scheme, but have to wait 
for the backers of KRAFT to make 
their next move. 

“Are they going to commit a lot of 
money to this, or are they going to 
back away quietly?” 

KRAFT spokesman Colin Wilkins 
said they were pleased that the KIG 
proposal had been denied. 

“We welcome this decision. It’s clear 
the weaknesses in the KIG applica¬ 
tion have been recognised,” he said. 

‘We’re reviewing the full details of 
the decision and remain optimistic 
about our own proposals.”

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Thieves make 
hay with bales 
after price hike

WORRIED farmers are 
experiencing raids on their 
hay stocks after a shortage 
of the crop has forced the 
price of bales to rise. 

An extra warm spring this year 
has led to a 25 per cent fall in the 
crop and thieves have taken to 
stealing bales rather than pay more 
for them. 

Director of the Kent Life farm 
park, John Jordan, is concerned 
about his own crop after two of his 
‘giant bales’ were stolen. 

He said: “The hay crop is down by 
25 per cent, and this has meant that 
the hay bale prices have gone up 
from £3 last year to £5 a bale this 
year. When you consider a farm like 
ours goes through 2000 bales a year, 
that extra cost adds up to an awful 
lot of money. 

“It has been simple climatic issues 
and as any garden owner will tell 
you, grass needs rain to grow.” 

Last week the team at Kent Life 
were visiting their two Shire horses 
in the paddock only to find that the 
two large bales, which were 15 
times the size of normal ones, had 
been snatched. 

The farmers have even had to 
take extra measures to protect their 
hay crop by putting up CCTV 
around the farm. 

Mr Jordan, who has been in 
charge of Kent Life for five years, 
said: “I have spoken to other farm¬ 
ers and they have personally said 
they have had hay stolen in the 
countryside. Police have told us to 
be extra vigilant at the moment. 

“This is serious for us because at 
Kent life we are short of grazing 
areas and the hot weather means 
there is even less grass for the hors-

es and cattle to eat.” 

John Jordan and the team will 
now have to go out and buy more 
hay to keep the animals fed 
throughout the winter months. 

He added: “We have a herd of five 
Sussex cattle, each of which have 
calves every year. There are two 
Shire horses, and we also have 
other dairy cows which come in as 
well as donkeys. 

“All in all that is a lot of mouths to 
feed.” 

Kent Life is set to hold a beer and 
hop festival to raise funds to buy 
the extra food for the cattle. 

The event will run on Saturday, 
September 11 and Sunday, 
September 12. The team will be 
brewing its own ‘Cobtree Mild Ale’. 

There will also be a wide range of 
common ales on sale and there will 
be two music stages featuring a 
variety of live bands throughout the 
weekend. Plus every visitor gets a 
free pint of beer. Gates open 10am 
until 8pm on Saturday, and 10am 
until 6pm on Sunday.

Crafty thieves target 
catalytic converters 

BRAZEN metal thieves are targeting 
cars in town centre car parks, police 
have revealed. 

The criminals steal vehicles’ cat¬ 
alytic converters - which can be melt¬ 
ed down and sold on as scrap. 

Officers said the offenders have 
taken to stripping the parts from 
large people carriers and family cars 
as it has become harder to take the 
valuable parts from commercial vehi¬ 
cles because of latest security meas¬ 
ures. 

Vigilant 

PC Steve Hobbs who works for 
Tactical Crime Investigation at 
Maidstone said: “It seems that those 
looking to steal these converters have 
changed tack, as the crime preven¬ 
tion measures we’d put in for com¬ 
mercial vehicles had made them too 
hard to steal. 

“Thieves are blatantly using jacks 
to lift cars up and then using 
hydraulic cutters to remove the cat¬ 
alytic converters quickly. I would 
therefore urge members of the public 
to remain vigilant and report any 
suspicious behaviour in the town cen¬ 
tre car parks across Mid Kent.”

Celebrations as KIG rejected

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for the Kent International 
Gateway to be built in 
rural Maidstone have been 
sensationally scrapped. 

Delighted campaigners last week 
celebrated news that the 250-acre 
road-rail freight interchange has 
been thrown out by the government. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles refused an appeal by devel¬ 
opers AXA, which had planned to 
build the giant industrial site next 
to the rural village of Bearsted at 
junction eight of the M20. 

Kent County Council, 
borough councillors, MPs 
and local people joined 
forces to fight the KIG 
proposals in March 2007. 

KCC leader Paul Carter 
said: “The Government 
has made the right deci¬ 
sion by rejecting this 
scheme. This is a victory 
for common sense. 

“The Kent International 
Gateway was a non¬ 
starter. It would be a trav¬ 
esty for a rail freight 
depot of this scale to go at 
the foot of the Kent 
Downs, one of our most 
treasured and protected sites. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the 
residents’ Stop KIG campaign and 
the many individuals and organisa¬ 
tions who objected to this scheme, 
and gave evidence at the inquiry. 

“By supporting Maidstone 
Borough Council with strong com¬ 
munity resolve and the county coun¬ 
cil’s evidence, we have together won 
the battle to convince the 
Government and achieved the 
result we all wanted. 

“We will be studying the details of 
the planning decision and the new 
Government’s approach to this form 
of development.” 

Borough council leader Chris 
Garland added: “This is a great 
result for the borough. The council is

keen to attract businesses to 
Maidstone, but we need to provide 
high quality jobs for local people and 
also protect the environment and 
our rural communities. 

“A wide variety of individuals and 
groups have supported the council’s 
position and I have been very grate¬ 
ful for their contribution. 

“I hope this will now draw a line 
under this application and the coun¬ 
cil’s longer term planning for the 
borough can now move ahead.” 

The depot, which was the size of 
100 football pitches, was condemned 
by locals for the effects it would have 
on the countryside, wildlife, traffic, 
pollution and archaeological her¬ 
itage of the area. 

Kent’s Green Party was heavily 


involved in stopping 
the proposed indus¬ 
trial estate that would 
have sat between the 
picturesque villages 
of Bearsted and Hollingbourne. 

Campaigns officer for the party 
Stuart Jeffery believes AXA should 
be looking to start more environ¬ 
mentally friendly projects. 

He said: “This is a very welcome 
decision. Big business cannot be 
allowed to run roughshod over the 
will of local people or destroy such a 
beautiful and useful rural area. 

“Let us hope this matter has now 
been put to rest and that AXA turn 
their attention to funding projects 
which will reduce impact on the envi¬ 
ronment rather than destroying it. 

“There is a real need for funding 
of renewable energy, energy reduc¬ 
tion and to help local economies, 
AXA should really think about 
investing in projects which will 


help us now and in the future.” 

The KIG application was origi¬ 
nally dismissed by Maidstone 
councillors after research carried 
out by council experts found that 


the site would 
attract some 6,000 
vehicles and only 
three trains per day. 
AXA had stated 
there would be up 
to 19 trains a day. 

The council felt KIG would sig¬ 
nificantly harm the countryside 
and Maidstone residents through 
its 24 hours-a-day, seven-days-a- 
week, operation. 


Refusal opens the way for KRAFT 


BOSSES behind the Kent Rail and 
Freight Terminal said their proposal 
will succeed where KIG plans failed. 

The KRAFT team, made up of 
CEMEX UK, Borough Green Sand¬ 
pits owner Roger Body and other 
adjoining landowners, said their 
Borough Green site is more suitable. 

The partners’ planned 250-acre ter¬ 
minal will be built on sandpits and 
quarries between the A25 and junc¬ 
tion 2a of the M26. 

KRAFT planning consultant 
Jonathan Bolton told this paper: 
‘KRAFT is better located than KIG - it 
has access to the Maidstone East rail¬ 
way line and the M20, M25 and M26 
and KIG is only really near the M20. 

“KIG has been squeezed into a tri¬ 
angle shape whereas we have room 
here to expand and develop.” 

If given the go-ahead, KRAFT would 
include an integrated rail and road 
transport hub, an aggregates depot, 
warehousing and associated commer¬ 
cial property, including general stor¬ 
age space, and office accommodation.

It would also include a Borough 
Green bypass, which was first sug¬ 
gested by Kent County Council, to 
ease traffic congestion through the 
surrounding villages. 

Simon Barratt, a properties direc¬ 
tor at CEMEX UK, said: “KIG never 
really had a face put to it and did not 
include the public. 

“KRAFT has made sure we are in 


touch with the community to incorpo¬ 
rate their point of view - we have 
already changed the plans several 
times because of people’s concerns. 

“The site for KRAFT is already an 
industrial site, will create 2,000 jobs 
for the community and will include 
the Borough Green bypass which lor¬ 
ries and HGVs will use instead of 
travelling through the smaller roads.”

A YOUNG athlete from Maidstone has 
been awarded a sports bursary for the 
excellence shown in her discipline. 

Kelsie Gibson, 16, has been competing 
at adaptive rowing for only a year but 
has already made her name winning the 
Kent Adaptive Indoor Championships 
and is now competing for a place in the 
Great Britain Senior Team. 

The 16-year-old was bom with amniot- 
ic band syndrome leading to the loss of 
two fingers and restriction of movement 
in her hands and legs, but Kelsie is 
determined to compete at the 2012 
Paralympic Games. 

Adaptive Rowing is a boat race held 
over 1,000 metres, performed by teams 
of male and females. 

At a presentation evening in London, 
35 young athletes were presented with 
extra funds from the Jaguar Academy of 
Sport to help them on their way to sport¬ 
ing success. 

Athletes aged 
between 14 and 24 
were put forward by 
the charity 

SportsAid, with the 
final decision made 
by ambassadors of 
the academy, such as 
Colin Jackson CBE, 

Jamie Baulch and 
Kent sports star 
Dame Kelly Holmes. 

Dame Kelly said: “As part of the 
SportsAid alumni, I have myself seen 
the benefits of funding and know it can 
make a real difference.” 

Kelsie spends 10 hours a week on the 
water but it will all be worth it if she 
reaches her aim of Paralympic Gold. 


TWO serial burglars have been 
jailed for 30 months each following 
a two-year crime spree that includ¬ 
ed more than 60 “night-time creep¬ 
er” offences. 

Neil David Elstone, 23, of Warrior Square, 
Manor Park, London, and 25-year-old 
Christopher Scott Anderson of Harrier Way, 
East Ham, Beckton, pleaded guilty to 69 crimes 
committed in Maidstone, Bearsted, Medway, 
West Kent and Essex. 

The pair are responsible for a string of break- 
ins between April 2008 and May 2010. 

PC Tim Murrell from the Tactical Crime 
Investigation Department at Maidstone said: 
“The way the pair entered the homes was 
always the same - targeting homes with PVC 
doors where they could overcome the lock. 

“They would then carry out a quick search of 
the ground floor, stealing any items which could 
be easily carried. Their main focus was car 
keys, however, as they could then steal the 
often expensive vehicles off the driveways.” 

Police caught up with the pair when they

were stopped during a routine vehicle check. 
Officers found the car they were travelling in 
had been stolen earlier that night. 

An in-depth investigation then followed with 
the offenders being taken on numerous drives 
around the county so they could point out the 
properties they had visited. 

PC Murrell added: “This was a complex but 
satisfying investigation, as it allowed us to 
wrap up many previously unsolved crimes. 

‘We’re pleased with the result as the pair have 
been brought to justice for this litany of crimes.” 

Recorder Sarah Morgan sentenced the pair at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Tuesday, August 3. 

Elstone pleaded guilty to seven counts of 
theft of vehicles, 15 counts of burglary and 
attempted burglary, driving whilst disqualified 
and driving with no insurance. He also asked 
for a further 21 offences to be taken into consid¬ 
eration. 

Anderson pleaded guilty to seven burglaries 
from households and asked for 17 similar 
offences to be taken into account.

Police on the Hunt for 
new canine recruits 


KENT Police is appealing for new 
canine recruits for its highly skilled 
dog unit. 

The force currently has 50 working dogs at 
any one time but is always on the look-out for 
more police puppies to join the team in case of 
injury or illness. 

In previous years the force has recruited dogs 
from people who are no longer able to look after 
the animals and they have been given as gifts. 

Sergeant Tony Dyer of the dog unit said: 
“Kent Police can offer these dogs a good home 
and a stimulating and exciting environment. 

“The breeds we use for police work are full of 
energy and require a lot of attention and stim¬ 
ulation as they are intelligent animals. Some 
owners find it difficult to cope with such dogs, 
but by training them to work as police dogs 
they have daily activity to keep them focussed. 

“All the dogs in our unit live and work with 
their owners and enjoy a wonderful life.” 

The breeds that Kent Police usually train as 
working dogs are German shepherds and mali- 
nois for patrol work. Labradors, retrievers and 
spaniels are used as detection dogs, although 
cross breeds with the correct temperament may 
also make good police dogs. 

Sgt Dyer said the Dog Unit had brought a 
great deal to the force: “The dogs are a huge 
asset to Kent Police and their work is invalu-

able. We have enjoyed great success thanks to 
using these highly trained dogs. We have been 
able to find missing people by dogs following 
their scent and our dogs are a valuable tool in 
identifying drugs, weapons or explosives. 

“The animals enjoy their work and are given 
plenty of rewards of their efforts. 

“Often the dogs that make the best police 
dogs have more energy than most owners can 
cope with, and may be destructive because they 
are not getting enough stimulation. 

“We are not always looking for the biggest 
German shepherd. It is not so much what they 
look like, but how they are as an individual and 
their ability to take on the role of a police dog 
which proves their suitability.” 

The force currently operates a puppy scheme 
that provides it with some of the requirements, 
in addition to buying from recognised breeders. 

Members of the public also offer their pets as 
potential police dogs. 

For every 100 dogs, Kent Police may only take 
one because of the requirements for the role. 
The dog section are always looking for potential 
police dogs, known as ‘gift dogs’, these are usu¬ 
ally donated by members of the public, re-hom¬ 
ing kennels or guide dogs for the blind. Dogs 
must be no more than two and a half years old.

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Get on board in rail 
service discussions 


RAIL-users are being urged to unite with 
politicians and pressure groups to push for 
improvements to Kent’s train service. 

It follows a meeting between transport 
minister Theresa Villiers and Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways 
Cllr Nick Chard about problems caused by 
the High Speed One (HS1). 

Cllr Chard is now calling on passengers 
to help create a united front to press the 
Government for better services. 

“The rail franchise in Kent is due for 
renewal in 2012, or 2014 if Southeastern is 
granted an extension,” he said. 

“Work needs to start now if we are going 
to shape the future of our rail services. 

Since the new HS1 timetable was fully 
rolled out in December, services for the 
north and east of the county, Maidstone, 
and Deal, have been plagued by problems. 

Some of the 'classic’ slower services run¬ 
ning between Maidstone and the City were 
cut and passengers from areas including 
Thanet and Heme Bay found they were 
paying more money for a reduced, poorer 
service on the conventional lines. 

At times, some passengers returning 
from London to Margate found it took two 
hours, instead of one hour 35 minutes. 

“That’s slower than in 1927,” said MP 
Roger Gale, who has campaigned for better 
services since HS1 was introduced. 

‘When the HS1 is run¬ 
ning late, the classic serv¬ 
ice is stopped and held 
back - the passengers on 
the reduced, overcrowded 
classic service have to 
watch as the almost 
empty HS1 goes past. 

“The service along the 
Kent coast is slower, £13 
more expensive for a day 
ticket and only takes people to St Pancras. 

“The original timetable needs to be 
brought back for the people who are travel¬ 
ling to other London stations like Cannon 
Street, London Bridge or Victoria,” he said. 

“Modem signalling needs to be brought 
in so trains can move on both sides of the 
track. The so-called fast train can’t actually 
move at high speed along the Kent coast 
until it passes the Medway towns.” 

A rail summit was held at County Hall in 
March to discuss the situation and another 
one for later this year is being organised. 

Cllr Chard said: “It is so important that 
rail-user groups come forward. We need a 
united Kent voice and I want people to 
make a contribution by saying what they 
think is needed.”

Police dogs 'bite 7 50 


KENT Police dogs have bitten 
almost 50 people in the past 15 
months, according to new figures. 

Of that number, four victims were innocent 
members of the public caught up in police 
chases and, in one case, a missing person 
search. Four police officers were also bitten, 

But the majority of those bitten were sus¬ 
pected criminals and in almost half the cases 
were being pursued by police. 

Crimes included burglaries, stolen vehicles, 
suspected arson, fights and in one incident 
threats to an officer. 

From January 2009 to June 2010, 49 people 
were bitten by police dogs, causing injuries 
such as puncture marks, grazes and scratches. 

In some incidents the dog gripped a person’s 
clothing - which has to be reported as a bite - 
or there was no injury sustained. 

In the four cases of members of the public 
being bitten, one reported a puncture wound

to the ankle, two reported reddening arms and 
one claimed to have been bitten on the arm. 

The 41 suspects - one of whom was a violent 
prisoner and another wanted in connection 
with violent assault - complained of either 
puncture wounds, bruising or bite marks. 

Since 2005, six claims have been made 
against the police regarding dog bites - three 
are now dormant, one was discontinued, 
another is ongoing and in one case the 
claimant received £63 for a ripped jacket. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams said 
all Kent Police dogs are trained to the nation¬ 
al standard. 

“Handlers also undergo continuous refresh¬ 
er training throughout the year,” he said. 

“Police dogs are trained to protect them¬ 
selves and their handlers from violent attack, 
and also to chase and detain fleeing suspects. 


“They help to arrest 
more than 1,000 suspects 
every year.” 

He said people who are 
violent towards the dog 
or the handler, or act in a 
threatening way may get 
bitten “as a result of their 
own actions”. 

“Our force has one of 
the leading dog teams in 
the country and has won 
national awards at a 
number of police events.” 

In all cases except one the breed involved in 
the reported bites was German shepherd. The 
one exception involved a mallinois, a variety of 
the Belgian shepherd dog. 

The Kent Police Dog Unit performs patrol 
duties, public order duties, explosives search¬ 
ing, weapon detection, cash detection and fire 
arms support.

Annabel Parker, who is head of 
Chinese and Modem Foreign Languages 
at New Line Learning Academy was 
handed the award by the Specialist 
Schools and Academies Trust. 

Annabel won the coveted Subject 
Leadership Award during the ninth 
annual China Conferenceat The British 
Museum in London in July. 

Head teacher of New Line Learning 
Academy, Guy Hewett, said: “Annabel is 
truly outstanding. She has led Mandarin 
to become the language of choice at the 
academy and has exported the subject 
successfully to our sister academy, where 
she now oversees this department too. 

“She has also recmited excellent young 
Mandarin teachers, runs a hugely suc¬ 
cessful China week, has led an outreach 
Mandarin teaching programme in our 
feeder primary schools and organises 
our annual student trip to China. 

“She has also led us to compete with 
top public schools at the Mandarin 
speaking competition.” 

The Subject Leadership Award is 
given out to tutors who have made a sig¬ 
nificant contribution to Chinese teach¬ 
ing in their school and getting pupils to 
understand the language to a high stan¬ 
dard. 

Annabel has even organised for ten 
young teachers to spend three weeks 
this summer teaching English in 
Chinese summer schools.

University professor's film

A FILM directed by a professor at 
the University for the Creative 
Arts at Maidstone is set to be

Andrew Rotting, who teaches Video Arts 
Production at UCA, has created Ivul, the story 
of a teenage lad who abandons his family after 
an argument with his father and instead 
decides to live in the trees. 

Unfortunately a lack of funding in the UK 
meant that filming had to move from Scotland 
to France, the cast and language of the film 
also turned French. 

Andrew said: “I was approached by the BBC 
about 15 years ago to see if I was interested in 
developing other projects with them. I pitched 
Ivul, or Off the Ground as it was called then, 
which they commissioned as a screenplay, but 
the funding soon dried up. 

“It is disappointing that British filmmakers 
can’t find funding in their own country, but I 
must admit, the knock-on effects of Ivul taking 
so long to be realised were ironically very pos¬ 
itive because I got to make the film in France, 
in French, in a landscape which is very pre¬ 
cious to me.” 

The film cost nearly £750,000 to make and is 
currently showing at the Renoir in London, 
Newcastle Tyneside, Bristol Watershed and 
the Manchester Comerhouse. 

Ivul is also being shown at the Locarno, 
London, Chennai and Vancouver 
International Film Festivals for review during

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Births, deaths and lending books 


A BIG shake-up in public services 
could see people registering births 
and deaths with librarians. 

A six-month pilot project is under way at 
Ashford and Sevenoaks libraries where regis¬ 
tration services have been relocated. 

Library staff are being trained to register 
births and deaths, with registrars being 
trained to become librarians. 

The changes are part of a scheme looking at 
how the services can be delivered together. 

It comes after Kent County Council revealed 
it has to make £15 million in savings this year 
as a result of coalition Government cuts. 

Although concerns have been raised by 
Unison, KCC said the trial would help look at

the best way to deliver registrations. 

“It will give us an opportunity to test how 
the services can work together to provide cus¬ 
tomers with better access at a more conven¬ 
ient and familiar location,” an official said. 

“We also want to explore how we can make 
the most of our premises and staffing 
resources across the county.” 

Initial plans saw an over-the-counter serv¬ 
ice, where people wanting to register a birth or 
death would have to do so surrounded by 
library users. Unison argued this would be 
insensitive for people registering deaths. 

David Lloyd, the Kent branch’s general sec¬ 


retary, said: “Some people raised concerns 
about the way in which registrations were to 
be carried out. They were worried about the 
practice, where if you were registering a death 
it would be done over the counter. 

“We think we have won on this point and it 
has been agreed there will be private rooms 
available for registrations.” 

Mr Lloyd said although there have been no 
formal objections to the changes, the merging 
of services is a concern to the union. 

“We’ve not been made aware of any job loss¬ 
es, but this is something we will keep an eye 
on. Staff have not objected to changes, but 
there are worries about what is happening. 

“We really need to see how it’s all going to 
work before we bring these up.” 


Staff involved in the trial have been fully 
trained, with librarians in birth and death reg¬ 
istration and registrars in relevant library 
duties, including premises management and 
staff rotas. A spokeswoman said: “The results 
of the pilot are being assessed and evaluated 
before any decisions are taken that might 
impact on staff in the longer term. 

“Any changes to the terms and conditions 
and jobs descriptions of staff will be subject to 
full consultation with the unions and staff.” 

She added: “The Kent Registration Service 
has been offering birth and death registration 
at a number of locations for some time, includ¬ 
ing Gateways and hospitals.” 

A survey is being carried out to gather feed¬ 
back from the public. 


My 'Massive' 

RESPECTED rap producer Lewis Parker 
says he will never forget his Kentish back¬ 
ground, despite leaving the country in his 
quest for fame and fortune. 

Years before moving to New York to work 
with some of the biggest names on the 
American hip-hop scene, a then teenage 
Parker developed his own style 
while living in a house opposite 
Canterbury’s St Lawrence cricket 
ground. And despite now living 
thousands of miles away, the 33- 
year-old insists he is still a mem¬ 
ber of the Westgate Massive’ that 
took its name from the historic 
towers in the city. 

“When I lived in Kent the 
majority of people I knew were 
into hip-hop,” he said. “I really 
embraced that and that’s where 
my style was formed. Most of my 
friends were DJs, record collectors 
or MCs, and when my first record 
came out it was all about repre¬ 
senting the Westgate Massive and 
giving them shout-outs. Nobody 
was representing Kent and 
Canterbury as hard as I was, and 
I felt the love back too.” 

Parker, who attended Chaucer 
Technology College during his 
three years in Canterbury, received his big 
break in 1998 when he released his first LP 
- Masquerades and Silhouettes - through 
Massive Attack’s own record label 
Melankolic. But after five years, the London-

bom talent moved to Queens, New York. 
Parker’s career took off and enabled him to 
work with such stars as Ghostface Killah 
from the Wu-Tang Clan. “I don’t give a damn 
where I’m living,” he said. “I could go the mid¬ 
dle of the Amazon and still produce the same 
dope rhymes I do now. I didn’t want to repre¬ 
sent just one area. I wanted recog¬ 
nition on a worldwide scale, and 
that’s why I moved to New York - 
to reach that next level. 

“I’ve always been the underdog 
and the guy who has an album 
but no music videos. I’ve always 
played the back role and I’m still 
in that same battle. People in the 
industry know me and respect me 
but I’m still fighting to get that 
recognition.” 

Last month saw the release of 
Brooklyn-based MC River 
Nelson’s debut album - the Rise 
and Fall of River Nelson - which 
was produced by Parker and 
released through the World of 
Dusty Vinyl Records. 

Parker said: “I was planning to 
release the album a couple of 
years ago but it was delayed 
when I got stuck in the UK. By 
the time I returned I’d fallen out 
with my business partner and the album 
just got stuck in the pipeline. River and I 
decided to put it out digitally and we’re still 
trying to get some physical stuff done, but 
we’re both very happy with it.”

Cloned beef 'no problem' for NFU 


THE National Farmers’ Union in Kent said 
it has no problems with cloned beef entering 
the UK’s food chain. 

It comes after the Food Standards Agency 
discovered meat from a bull, bom using an 
embryo from an American cloned cow, was 
sold for human consumption in Scotland. 

Experts are divided on the rights and 
wrongs of the meat being eaten by humans. 

The RSPCA wants cloning banned, but an 
NFU Kent spokesman said: “We understand 
there is no health risk posed by eating meat 
from cloned animals. The UK has a world- 
class cattle identification and tracing system 
which is monitored by Government authori¬ 
ties including the FSA. 

“The ‘passport’ each animal has also con¬ 
tains genetic details. No cloning can take 
place in the UK. But in the case of a progeny 
from a cloned animal, the passport would 
identify the host dam, which is the mother.” 

Darren Griffin, professor of genetics at the 
school of bioscience at the University of 
Kent, said: “No-one has ever found evidence 
that cloned meat is in any way dangerous to 
eat. You should never say never, but I can’t 
see a way that it might be, and there are all 
sorts of things we should worry about before 


this. The issue is that people should be able 
to know what they are going to put in to 
their mouths. I think the two issues are get¬ 
ting mixed up here.” 

Compassion in World Farming said cloning 
was cruel because “many animals suffer in 
the pursuit of higher yields because they are 
stretched to the limits of their physical 
capacity”. 

But Prof Griffin said: “To say this is cruel 
because it physically affects the animal is 
stretching too far. The embryos are implant¬ 
ed and the animals are bom in the normal 
way and, presumably, treated no differently.” 

The meat entered the food chain after two 
bulls from the embryos of a cow cloned in the 
USA were bought by farmer Steven Innes at 
Newmeadow Farm, near Nairn. 

Meat from one was sold on to be eaten after 
the animal was slaughtered in July, last year. 

The second bull was slaughtered in July, 
this year, but was not allowed into the food 
chain. 

The FSA also said meat from another off¬ 
spring of a cloned cow had entered the food 
chain. 

The animal, called Parable, was bom in 
May, 2007, and slaughtered on May 5, 2010.

Ian MacMillan explains why the petrol-head's need for speed is neither big nor clever 



DRIVING cars and motorbikes fast. 
Clever or stupid? 

Having driven a car safely for more than 50 years, 
I watched with mounting anger a TV documentary 
about recently qualified young boy and girl racers. 

Statistics show that the arrogant, selfish and igno¬ 
rant anti-heroes featured are a danger to themselves 
and others on the road and yet, until confronted by 
the possible consequences of their antisocial behav¬ 
iour, they were quite happy - and indeed proud - to 
race on the road, exceed the speed limit and so on. 

They seem to get a thrill out of speed, and the pride 
comes from the irrational feeling that it is them 
rather than the car’s engine that causes the speed. 

As though putting the car in a certain gear and 
stamping on the accelerator is macho and clever. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if this antisocial, dangerous and, 
indeed, childish behaviour was deprecated by all. But, 
alas, that is not the case. 

Certain young - well, youngish - boy racers make a 
lucrative living by driving cars recklessly and danger¬ 
ously fast. Jenson Button and Lewis Hamilton to 
name just two. Money is one thing, but fame is anoth¬ 
er, and in petrol-head circles, this is best achieved by 
almost killing yourself. 

A middle-aged racer from Kent shot to fame after a 
spectacular crash in the Indianapolis race and one of 
the Top Gear trio - the Hamster, I think is his sobri¬ 
quet - brought out an autobiography on the back of 
doing something extremely silly. 


There are people who should know better who claim 
to see no connection between what the likes of Button 
and Hamilton do and are admired and feted for doing 
and what the maligned boy racers do on the public 
highway. As though there is some sort of disconnect 
between the two activities. 

As though, for instance, it would be perfectly accept¬ 
able for the NHS to campaign against smoking on the 
grounds that it is injurious to health while at the 
same time allowing smoking companies to sponsor a 
smoking contest. 

Having watched the Tour de France and the 
European athletics championships, where the con¬ 
testants hone their bodies to as near perfection as 
they can, it amazes me that getting into a car or on a 
motorbike and ‘racing’ is considered a sport. 

Back in 1979 a motorbike racer wrecked my grass¬ 
roots career as a runner (a mere 19th-ranked in the 
Commonwealth over the marathon in 1969). 

As age was about to do gradually what the bike- 
rider did suddenly, maybe I should be grateful. 

But this is not some sort of personal vendetta 
against the petrol-heads. It’s just that admiring them 
features quite highly in the list of things I find incom¬ 
prehensible. 

So, safety on the roads and banning so-called motor 
sport? Or the alternative? Both is not an option.

Make nukes history 
and save billions 

Kent Green Party wants the 
Trident nuclear missile system 
immediately added to the 
Government’s defence review and 
list of spending cuts. The most 
expensive single element of the 
Government’s future defence budg¬ 
et is Trident renewal, at about £97 
billion over the life of the system. 

Since the coalition, the MoD and 
the main opposition party are all 
divided about this expenditure, 
there is good reason to cancel this 
spending.

'Instant expert' has 
no idea on pensions

This 
scheme was offered because all 
workers like me received lower 
wages than outside employees. 

I never got to 60 to test this so- 
called retirement age (which I 
doubt very much for workers like 
myself) to see if I could retire. I was 


retired, like it or not, during the 
Thatcher years, by the council 
after 25 years’ loyal service, due to 
privatisation. My pension is cer¬ 
tainly nothing like my original 
wage (as suggested in the blog), 
more like 25 to 30 per cent of it. 

We were entitled to holidays (like 
everybody else) and to go sick if 
need be. Most of my workmates 
never abused this privilege, but 
appreciated it never the less (this 
seemed to be a point of contention). 

And as for freebies, look to execu¬ 
tives and councillors for this, we 
minnows were constantly reminded 
where our wages came from. I can 
only think the blog was, or should 
have been, aimed at council top 
dogs - who have little time for 
trade unions - and who won’t lose 
out, no matter what. Most can walk 
away with a nice handout, even for 
failure. All this knocking of pen¬ 
sions will only end up in the lower 
orders losing out, after all their 
input, not the top dogs, who are 
laughing all the way to the bank.

Social model of care 
best for new mums 

The new report suggesting a 
greater role for GPs in maternity 
care comes at a time when materni¬ 
ty services are under close scrutiny 
and though it makes some useful 
suggestions, the preferred model of 
care would be to continue to pro¬ 
vide a choice of carer and to active¬ 
ly promote midwife-led care to 
women. 

The current problems in materni¬ 
ty care are caused not by the princi¬ 
ple of less GP involvement but 
rather by the lack of supportive sys¬ 
tems to make the role of the lead 
carer, midwife or consultant obste¬ 
trician easier and seamless. A part¬ 


nership needs to emerge between 
the health professionals involved in 
the care of pregnant women, when 
they are well and when they are 
unwell. 

Birth is a normal, physiological 
process and the majority of women 
who are healthy, with a straightfor¬ 
ward pregnancy, do not require 
medical involvement either at GP 
or hospital consultant level. 

A social model of care is therefore 
preferable which is why midwife- 
led care should be offered to all 
women. Some women will benefit 
from the involvement of a GP or 
require specialist help from dieti¬ 
cians, substance abuse services or 
social services and some will want 
to maintain their relationship with 
their GP. However, many women 
find getting to know a midwife they 
can trust and who will be with 
them thought their pregnancy and 
birth is vital. 

Pregnant women in England cur¬ 
rently have a choice to receive their 
care from their GP or a midwife. 
The midwife will explain this choice 
to them when they book their first 
visit. GP knowledge on maternity 
issues has fallen behind current 
evidence and a considerable 
amount of retraining will be 
required to enable them to fulfill 
their role in pregnancy in relation 
to the health of the woman and 
baby with medical needs. 

Even more training would be 
required if GPs are expected to deal 
with the pregnancy and birth and 
the postpartum period, as a mid¬ 
wife would. 

In the current cost-conscious cli¬ 
mate, the most effective solution 
would be for a pregnant woman to 
book in with a midwife, for the mid¬ 
wife to have her medical records on 
her first visit, and the midwife then 
informing the GP of the pregnancy 
of one of their patients. Where 
there are pre-existing medical prob¬ 
lems, the woman should be referred 
by the midwife to the appropriate 
service, which may be the GP or 
may be other services.

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Churchill's finest 
items to go onine

A VAST collection of Sir Winston 
Churchill material, from school 
reports to a personal copy of his 
‘finest hour’ speech, will soon be 
available online. 

The Churchill Archive Trust has agreed a 
deal with publisher Bloomsbuiy to make more 
than one million items about the wartime 
Prime Minister, who lived at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, available online in 2012. 

Among the archives being digitised are 
some 2,500 boxes of letters, telegrams, man¬ 
uscripts and photographs. 

It will show not only his greatest moments 
as PM, including drafts of his famous speech¬ 
es such as the rousing “we will fight them on 
the beaches” and “never in the field of human 
conflict” from 1940, but also his human side 
with material that shows his love of gam¬ 
bling and drinking. 

There are also items relating to Churchill’s 
menagerie of pets including the black geese, 
sheep and pigs he kept at Chartwell. 

Dentures 

Meanwhile, a set of Churchill’s false teeth, 
credited with giving the skilled orator his 
characteristically slurred diction, went under 
the hammer in Norfolk for £15,200. 

Auctioneer Keys said the partial set of 
dentures were a spare set of what the Royal 
College of Surgeons once captioned “The 
teeth that saved the world?” 

The teeth, which were estimated to reach 
between £4,000-5,000, went to an unnamed 
collector from Gloucestershire, who also 
owns the microphone through which 
Churchill announced the end of the war. 

Antiques valuer Andrew Bullock said 
Churchill suffered from terrible teeth and 
gums and needed complicated dentistry 
from childhood. 

“The delicacy and special design of the teeth 
have been widely credited with helping 
Churchill speak clearly and effectively,” he said. 

“Churchill lived in fear of losing his false 
teeth - and hence his speaking voice - and 
insisted spare dentures always be on hand.” 

The dentures, which were sold last

Thursday, were carefully designed to ensure 
that he kept his slurred speaking voice, 
which was a deliberate affectation designed 
to overcome a childhood lisp. 

Other items of ‘Churchilliana’ also went 
under the hammer at Keys including a dam¬ 
aged Victorian Boulle cigar box he gave his 
valet, sold for £4,500, and two packs of playing 
cards made for Churchill that fetched £1,000. 

Churchill showered gifts on Norman 
McGowan, who served as his valet from 
1949-54, and Mr McGowan’s family entered 
11 lots in the auction. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you give away 
lightly,” Mr Bullock said about the cigar box. 

“The base is split - which makes it no good 
as a cigar box because the air can get in. So 
that is probably why he gave it away. 

“I have got a delightful vision of Churchill 
picking the box up and banging it on the 
desk causing the box to split, then deciding 
to give it to his valet.” 

When the Churchill archives go live on the 
web in 2012, schools, homes and libraries 
around the world will have access to an 
amazing amount of items. 


Site agreed for 100ft horse 


A KENT sculptor has been offered land near 
Dover for his own Angel of the South. 

Ian Morrison, from Wingham, has been 
given use of the former Ministry of Defence 
land, near Dover, for his 100ft Invicta horse 
sculpture. 

The land, which was also previously owned 
by Channel Tunnel operator Eurotunnel, is 
now in the hands of a private group, which 
has told the sculptor he can locate the 
Kentish symbol there. 

The position of the land, just of the A20 
near Folkestone, means the horse would be 
seen from across the Channel in both Calais 
and Boulogne. 

Mr Morrison said: “It still needs planning 
permission, but this should be possible as 
there are no houses or anything anywhere 
near there. Kent County Council and Dover 
District Council support the idea. 

“I designed it out of anger against the 
Ebbsfleet horse - that is all wrong. I’ve had a 
huge response to the design and hopefully it 
will be ready before the London Olympics.” 

The artist is hoping that the project will be 
partially funded by Kentish people who will 
be willing to pay to have their name 
engraved into the statue. 

“Kentish people will be able to have their 
name put on it,” said Mr Morrison.

“It will be personalised for Kent with the 
names on the mane, tail and wherever eles 
and stand as a record of these people for a 
small fee. It will stay there as long as people 
want it because it will be made from gal¬ 
vanised steel plates. 

“These have a lifespan of 55 years in the 
worst conditions and can be replaced if they 
start to corrode.” 


Reward for urban foxhunters' capture 


KENT’S leading fox experts are offering a 
£1,000 reward to nail a bunch of cruel thugs 
that beat a helpless fox to death with a crick¬ 
et bat. 

The gang call themselves the 
Urban Foxhunters, but expert John 
Bryant said they are breaking sev¬ 
eral laws. 

The group has defended its actions 
following outrage when a video of 
them beating the fox to death 
appeared on YouTube (pictured). It 
has since been removed. 

The Urban Foxhunters said they 
were providing a “public service” by drugging 
foxes in Hackney neighbourhoods, and then 
avoiding any suffering by hammering them to 
death with a cricket bat while they are doped up. 

The slaughter happened close to the home of 
twin baby girls seriously injured by a fox in June. 

One of the gang members, who calls himself 
Lone Horseman, wrote: “We will not be intim¬ 


idated by the crazies. We are performing a 
public service. I have kids and I don’t want 
them being bitten by diseased vermin scum.” 

Now Mr Bryant, from Tonbridge, 
has waded in the controversy and 
offered a cash reward for the suc¬ 
cessful prosecution of the gang 
members. 

He said: “This gang are putting 
out drugged food for foxes. This is 
also a threat to cats and dogs. 
They then chased this fox around, 
beat it to death with a cricket bat 
and put the video online. 

“The police and RSPCA are looking at this, 
and I thought I would offer this £500 reward, 
which is being matched by the Fox Project, 
also based in Kent. 

“They have masks on, but one is identifiable. 
I want to expose these masked idiots. Of 
course this animal suffered because it was 
being chased around.”

Every inter¬ 
active activity has been designed to take place 
in Sittingbourne and audiences are actively 
encouraged to join in. 

By contributing drawings, writings, move¬ 
ment, questions and ideas, people can give 
their new ideas and perspectives on the future 
of the town and borough of Swale. 

Re:Boume has been produced by Nimble 
Fish and Workers of Art, both of whom believe 
the event will be a positive experience for 
Sittingbourne. 

“Re:bourne isn’t just being staged in 


Sittingbourne, it’s about Sittingbourne,” Greg 
Klerkx, director of Nimble Fish, said. “Every 
activity was designed for a particular carriage¬ 
way, shop, nook and cranny. And everything is 
interactive. 

“We want the audience to join in and con¬ 
tribute new ideas and perspectives to the 
future of Sittingbourne and the future of 
Swale.” 

Workshops 

The companies have been working with local 
artists in workshops and consultations for the 
last four months, and many of these will be 
contributing to Re:boume, sponsored by KOS 
Media. 

“It’s clear that local investment in events 
like Re:boume offers opportunity for growth, 
both economically and in terms of how people 
in a community see themselves and their 
future,” Mr Klerkx said. 

“In particular, Re:boume will engage with 
unoccupied shop spaces as part of the ‘slack 
space’ movement that is sweeping across the 
UK.” 

A large group of local artists, performers and 
arts companies are making contributions to 
Re:boume and most of them are based in 
Swale. 

One example of a community contribution to 
the event is a multi-media experience created 


by Risky Business. The mixed ability perform¬ 
ance group meets in the Labour Club every 
week and is organised by Skillnet. Originally 
designed for people with high support needs, 
the work has been adapted for Re:boume. 

“Many of the locals feel Sittingbourne is 
starting to be overlooked and forgotten,” said 
local artist, Dean Tweedy. “This can only hap¬ 
pen if we let it and I hope that by making use 
of empty and unusual spaces, we can raise 
awareness of the town’s heritage and also its 
developmental possibilities.” 

The festival will also provide an opportunity 
for local talent to be showcased, such as inter¬ 
active art designed by Sioux Peto’s Teynham- 
based company, Polka Dot Arts. 

“Working within a festival concept has 
opened up more opportunities for local artists 
than we would normally be given,” she said. 

Other Swale-based contributors to 
Re:bourne include 795 Arts, Big Fish Arts, 
Julie Bradshaw, Charlotte Firmin, Nicole 
Mollett and Sons of Alpha Centauri. There will 
also be contributions by Ceem Art, Wendy 
Daws and Georgina Elsom of Medway, 
Danielle Blyde from Whitstable, Faf Arts from 
Canterbury, Spyplane, Gary Studley and 
Vicky Wilson from Heme Bay and the county¬ 
wide Kent Cultural Baton.

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Action, pace and laughs fail to help 
stars shine in characterless caper

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz 
have starred in some of the most 
financially successful and critically 
acclaimed films of the past 25 
years, collecting numerous awards 
for their efforts. 

Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in 
the same camera shot and the results are lack¬ 
lustre to say the least. 

Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an 
English language remake of the clever 
Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open Your 
Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolv¬ 
ing, and lacked the style and intelligence of 
Alejandro Amenabar’s original film. 

Experience 

Now these two talented actors reunite for 
James Mangold’s fast-paced action comedy 
that has lots of crash and bang, but almost no 
emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick 
O’Neill’s screenplay but the actor turned 
writer doesn’t yet have the experience to knit 
together the comedy and action elements into 
a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never 
catches fire, even when entire buildings are 
exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming 
Midwestern gal, who is in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is 
unexpectedly caught in the crossfire of a mid¬ 
air shoot-out between paranoid government 
agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun-toting 
assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s 
just one of those things,” smirks Roy nervous- 

iy- 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, 
believing that her high altitude adventure was

nothing more than a bad dream, only for 
Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Marc Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death, 
and must quickly learn the tricks of the spy 
trade to stay alive and avoid an early grave at 
the hands of Antonio (Jordi Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA Agent Fitzgerald (Peter 
Sarsgaard) attempts to persuade June that 
Roy is a rogue spy who must be stopped before 
he hands a newly-discovered perpetual energy 


source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe, 
from Boston to Salzburg and finally to Seville 
for a spectacular finale during a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands 
of Mission: Impossible IV, scheduled for 
release next summer, with a series of bruising 
stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered too 
behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece 
chase. 

However, it’s hard to muster concern for Roy 
and June when the screenplay pays such scant 


attention to character development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the stars 
seem to be bulletproof when it matters, emerg¬ 
ing from the melee virtually unscathed when 
lesser mortals would be riddled with bullets 
and bound for the mortuary slab.

YOUR TV REVIEW PETE VERSUS LIFE: Channel 4,10pm, Friday 


ASIDE from the now infamous 
vuvuzela, the constant din of recent 
months has been football pundits the 
world over dissecting and commen¬ 
tating on eveiy dive, kick and pass 
during the World Cup. 

If you imagine the very same com¬ 
ment and analysis on the mundanity 
of your day-to-day existence, then 
you’ve got the premise of Channel 4’s 
new comedy series Pete Versus Life. 

At the centre of the narrative is 
Pete Griffiths, a struggling young 
sports journalist who lacks the neces- 
saiy social antenna to steer him 
smoothly through life, resulting in 
him getting into all sorts of embar¬ 
rassing scrapes and situations. 

Unbeknown to Pete, there are two 
sports commentators analysing his 
eveiy move and choice, as if it’s an 
exciting sports event, complete with 
sports graphics and opinions from

guest stars, including sex expert 
Tracey Cox and relationship guru 
Claire Rayner. 

Pete is played by Rafe Spall, the 
27-year-old and son of veteran actor 
Timothy. 

He says: “It’s a really interesting 
premise, it hasn’t been done before 
and he’s great character. 

“Pete’s a sort of idiot but also quite 
bright at the same time and he’s got 
a good heart, but he gets himself into 
terrible situations by lying most of 
the time.” 

Making Pete likeable has proved 
the toughest challenge. 

“Even though Pete does these terri¬ 
ble things and he’s amoral and a liar, 
you’ve still got to like him,” says Rafe. 
‘You have to want him to do well, to 


get the job, to get the girl and that 
was a tricky conundrum to solve.” 

He hopes he’s achieved that by 
having Pete remain oblivious to his 
own gauche nature. 

“I think that’s the only way you can 
get through it,” he says. “An inspira¬ 
tion to me and the writers is Curb 
Your Enthusiasm. You hate Larry 
David but you love him as well. 
Everything that Larry does, even 
when he gets himself into terrible sit¬ 
uations, he’s doing it to help other 
people and later on in the series 
Pete’s doing that. He has the best of 
intentions, even if he gets undone.” 

The first episode saw Pete impress 
a girl when he lied about his commit¬ 
ment to green issues, before wrecking 
the first meeting with her parents 
through inappropriate remarks, and 
giving her mother a rape alarm as a 
gift.

FOLK fans should head 
to Broadstairs for the 
final few days of the 
annual music festival. 

Hundreds of acts have played 
at venues in the seaside town 
since the seven-day festival 
opened last week and plenty 
more will do so before the curtain 
is brought down by Ade 
Edmondson and his Bad 
Shepherds this Friday night. 

Other big names in the folk and 
country scene due to play in 
Broadstairs include Doug 
Hudson, Pama International and 
Drohne (all performing tonight) 
Three Sheets to the Wind, Jeff 
Warner and Martin Simpson 
(tomorrow) and Moondance, 
Derek Gifford and Monroe’s 
Revenge (all playing on Friday). 

Some of the attractions will 
require tickets, but many are free, 
as the town’s venues come alive 
with a host of activities, from 
workshops to a craft fair. 

There is a campsite a few min¬ 
utes’ walk from the town centre, 
but the more casual enthusiast 
can turn up any time of day for a 
wander around the charming 
streets to take in the atmosphere. 

A Folk Week spokesman said: 
“During Folk Week, life in 


Broadstairs really is set to music. 
In the parks, pubs, gardens and 
on the beaches and promenade 
there really is a festival vibe in 
the town. 

“Everyone has a different Folk 
Week - ask 50 people what is 
their favourite part of the festival 
and they will each tell you some¬ 
thing completely different. 

“Whether you are a family look¬ 
ing for child-friendly events, the 
younger generation wanting to 
bum off some dance energy or 
singers and musicians seeking 
out a session, Folk Week has 
something for you.”

The Thar Desert, carpeting 
the emptiness of India’s 
North West, is a vast, deso¬ 
late, sand-blasted expanse, 
dominating Rajasthan - 
the Land of the Kings. 

Here are some of India’s most awe¬ 
inspiring natural and man-made 
spectacles, and travellers can 
explore this wilderness in a style 
befitting the Maharajas. 

Built by the region’s leading fami¬ 
ly, the Rathores, 600 years ago, the 
fort boasts opulent pleasure palaces, 
secluded courtyards and spiked, ele¬ 
phant-proof gates, providing the 
Maharajas with protection and a 
limitless view over their dust-blown 
kingdom - Marwar, the land of 
death. 

And it is from the stomach-churn¬ 
ing height of the fort that visitors 
experience a cultural revelation. The 
toy town far below appears to be 
blue. 

Hundreds of rectangular, flat- 
roofed buildings have been daubed 
various shades of this colour, which 
denotes the home of a Brahmin - 
the highest caste. 

In the city streets, life explodes in 
the crammed alleyways of the old 
town. Sacred cows nibble rubbish in 
doorways, bare-footed children vault 
open sewers, quick-fingered langur 
monkeys are chased from market 
stalls by kohl-eyed beauties veiled 
behind crimson saris. 

Streets throb to the popping cough 
of motorised rickshaws, revving 
motorbikes, and conversations roar 
over the hullabaloo. 

The delicious tang of cooking 
jalebis mixes with sewage, exhaust 
fumes and incense to form a thick 
gauze of scent, as appealing as it is 
appalling. 

The chic Raas Hotel provides lux¬ 
ury and tranquility only yards from 
this chaotic excitement. 


Built in Jodhpur’s signature rose- 
red sandstone, the boutique hotel 
boasts stunning sunset views of the 
Mehrangarh Fort glowering above. 
The muezzin’s call to prayer echoes 
from the pastel rooftops as the fort 
glows in the sinking desert sun. 

South of the city, the Mihirgarh 
Resort is opulent too: within the 
ochre, mud-styled battlements are 
nine luxury suites and a mini-tem¬ 
ple, a perfect romantic hideaway. 

But Rajasthan’s soul lies in the 
desert, and many visitors explore 
the Thar’s mystery from the back of 
a camel. 

Getting on is the hard part: vault¬ 
ing your leg over their tent-sized 
backs can demand bodily contor¬ 
tions. 

But once you’ve conquered this 
irascible, spitting troublemaker, the 
animal rapidly propels you to the 
perfect height from which to appre¬ 
ciate the acacia-fringed sparseness 
of the dunes as they melt from gold 
to rust in the sinking sun. 

You then spend a night under the 
star-smeared desert sky. 


The area around Manvar is the 
spiritual home to the opium ceremo¬ 
ny used by Rajput, Bishnoi and 
Marwari communities in the desert 
environs of Jodhpur. 

Life is harsh in scattered desert 
villages. Precious seeds, grain and 
gourds prised from the earth are 
stacked carefully in mounds, while 
villages raise money by allowing 
tourists to inspect their way of life. 

Further west, the city of Jaisalmer 
emerges from the desert like a 
dream. In the heat haze, it shimmers 
like a giant, mustard-coloured trifle. 

Within 60 miles of the Pakistan 
border, the city is more brash and 
showy than Jodhpur. 

Honey-hued sandstone lends 
Jaisalmer the title of “Golden City”. 
Enclosed by a fort, the old town rises 
80 metres into the air and is 
encrusted with endless battlements. 

Inside, mind-bogglingly ornate 
Jain temples and sprawling havelis 
- merchants’ homes - resemble a 
living museum. 

This was India’s magnetic, riotous 
pull and I was hooked.

Vauxhall raises stakes 
with lifetime warranty 


AN ALL-OUT warranty war is on the 
cards after Vauxhall’s offer of a lifetime 
warranty 7 on its cars, including the popu¬ 
lar UK-built Astra. 

To be precise, it applies to the first owner 
of the car and the first 100,000 miles, 
though Vauxhall says it has plans to allow 
second owners to purchase the warranty 

However, it is still the most comprehen¬ 
sive guarantee on the market and a

Diesel not such a Smart 
move - and here's why 


APART from the few electric cars 
around, Smart’s diesel version of 
its distinctive ForTwo coupe is the 
greenest production car on UK 
roads. 

It offers parity on C02 emissions with that 
paragon of eco-motoring, the Toyota Prius, and 
betters its average fuel consumption by 
around five mpg. 

You could also buy two for the price of the 
Toyota and dodge around town and park more 
easily - providing you don’t have to carry more 
than two people. 

But a petrol Smart is an even smarter 
choice; the diesel (from £9,440) might be a 
masterpiece of compact engineering, but it’s 
gruff and lumpy, especially when cold. 

And it hates accelerating; the official time to 
62mph is 16.8 seconds, but that seems opti¬ 
mistic and you soon learn to throttle back any¬ 
way to ease the racket. 

If the diesel has a virtue, it is the extra 
weight deadening the pitching effect allowed 
by the car’s short wheelbase when changing 
gear automatically. Familiarity with any

Smart teaches you to back off the throttle just 
before the gearbox changes up anyway, but I 
prefer to select the gears manually and let the 
car self-select only when in slow moving traf¬ 
fic. Despite its relative height, a Smart does 
not roll into bends as you might expect either 
and the diesel is even better planted. 

Nevertheless, with the extra wear and tear 
on tyres and mechanicals - not to mention the 
nerves - it makes it hard to recommend the 
diesel to any but the committed town dweller. 

And as many Smarts are bought as cheap- 
to-run second cars and consequently do fewer 
miles, this also argues against the fuel savings 
of the dearer diesel - just buy the petrol ver¬ 
sion. The Smart range now has a proper boot, 
with roll-top parcel shelf and two-part open¬ 
ing. For light items, you simply lift the glass 
upper tailgate; if loading bulkier stuff, you 
then drop the main tailgate - it is the perfect 
shopping trolley. 

Unfortunately, a 20cm/eight inch increase in 
length stops you parking nose or tail into the 
kerb - the car seems to jut out just too far for 
comfort - and prices start at nearly £8,680, 
which is more than enough for a decent four- 
seat city car like the Fiat Panda.

Sellers drop prices as 
supply beats demand 

HOMEOWNERS coming on to the mar¬ 
ket have dropped their asking prices for 
the first time this year, according to 
Rightmove. 

The website is currently accommodat¬ 
ing an additional 30,000 properties a 
week, up 45 per cent compared to a year 
ago, and its latest Consumer Confidence 
Survey indicates that home-mover senti¬ 
ment is “faltering”. 

The number of unsold homes per 
estate agent jumped by almost 25 per 
cent in the first half of 2010, as a surge 
in new sellers outstripped new mortgage 
approvals. 

Commercial director, Miles Shipside, 
said: “Estate agents are suffering from 
podgy portfolios, and buyers’ fitness to 
purchase is in correspondingly poor 
shape. 

“With agents beginning to choke on a 
surfeit of new stock, sellers are going to 
have to price at bargain levels and bull- 
ishly promote their properties in order to 
stand out from the crowd.” 

According to Mr Shipside, sellers who 
act quickly could still benefit from some 
of the price gains made in the last 18 
months, but they must market their 
properties realistically from the outset. 

New regulations could 
hit mortgage providers 

THE introduction of new regulations to 
encourage responsible lending among 
mortgage providers is ill-timed, accord¬ 
ing to a leading industry body. 

Responding to a consultation paper on 
the changes released by the Financial 
Services Authority (FSA), the 
Association of Mortgage Intermediaries 
(AMI) said it was concerned about the 
cumulative impact of the new rules. 

AMI director Robert Sinclair 
explained: “Our main concern remains 
the timing of these changes and the fur¬ 
ther risk that we will make many fami¬ 
lies either property or mortgage prison¬ 
ers. 

“We are also concerned that we are 
seeing piece-meal introduction of the 
proposals, with aspects such as transi¬ 
tional arrangements not yet ready for 
consultation.” 

The proposals form part of a major 
review of the mortgage industry by the 
FSA, which is keen to impose affordabil¬ 
ity tests introduced for all mortgages to 
make the lender responsible for assess¬ 
ing a customer’s ability to pay.

HOUSE prices fell 0.5 per cent in 
July for the first time since 
February data from Nationwide’s 
monthly house price index has 
shown. 

Nationwide said this was due to the low 
number of properties changing hands across 
the UK, which is still running at only half the 
levels seen prior to the financial crisis and 
recession. 

Average UK house prices in July were 
£169,347. The annual change has slipped from 
June’s figure of 8.7 per cent to 6.6 per cent. 

Demand from homebuyers has made little 
progress in building upon the recovery seen 
during much of 2009. 

Martin Gahbauer, chief executive at 
Nationwide, blamed this on a combination of 
restrictive credit conditions and uncertainty 
about the future economic outlook. 

He said: “Many potential buyers still lack 
the confidence to purchase their first home or 
trade up when faced with uncertainty over 
future income and employment prospects.” 

Although Mr Gahbauer is encouraged by the 
strong economic growth seen in April to June 
of 1.1 per cent, he said concerns about the 
medium-term impact of fiscal austerity on per¬ 
sonal finances outweighs any potential opti¬ 
mism. 

He said: “It will take several months to 
establish whether house prices are now simply 
oscillating around a flat price trend or 
whether a period of downward trending prices 
may be in store.” 

Bank of England figures show that mort¬ 
gage approvals fell more than expected in 


June and overall lending slowed, offering fur¬ 
ther evidence that the housing market is run¬ 
ning out of steam following price rises last 
year. 

The bank said net mortgage lending growth 
slowed to £665m in June from May’s £838m 
while mortgage approvals fell to 47,643 in 
June from 49,461 in May. 

“This is the first time the annual rate has 
turned negative since April last year, but it is 


likely to remain so in future months as com¬ 
parison is made with a stronger market 
towards the end of last year,” said Paul Samter 
of the Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

“Remortgaging activity also remains at 
exceptionally subdued levels. The low demand 
is being driven both by the lack of demand 
among existing borrowers enjoying low rates, 
and tighter criteria that may be constraining 
borrowers who do wish to remortgage.” 


Don't be taken in by rogue 
traders offering 'good deals' 


THE Office of Fair Trading is warning peo¬ 
ple that summer is peak time for rogue 
traders who offer home maintenance work 
on the doorstep. 

In 2009, the government-funded advice 
service, Consumer Direct, received more 
than 5,300 complaints over such offers of 
work, a 16 per cent rise from the previous 
year. 

Complaints peaked from July through to 
the autumn, with rogue doorstep traders 
often encouraging people into making 
hasty decisions by offering attractive rates 


and using persuasive sales techniques. 

Roofing jobs received the most complaints 
followed by tarmacing and paving . 

The OFT offers advice on how to avoid 
being scammed. 

A spokesman said: “If a trader knocks at 
your door do not agree to on-the-spot house 
repairs, or sign anything on the spot. 

“Be wary of special offers or warnings 
that your house is unsafe. 

“Do not make snap decisions. Take time to 
talk to someone you trust before you make 
a decision.”

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Chairman denies merger 
or claims of name change 


PAUL Bowden-Brown has cate¬ 
gorically denied that Maidstone 
United’s decision to stay at 
Homelands in the wake of Ashford 
Town’s collapse is the precursor to 
either a merger, or a change of 
name to “Ashford United”. 

Some Stones fans reacted angrily when it 
was announced last Wednesday that the club 
would not be moving back to Sittingbourne’s 
Bourne Park, with some threatening to boy¬ 
cott home games and others suggesting that 
a merger was possible. 

But Maidstone chairman Bowden-Brown 
laughed off the latter idea and claimed the 
decision to stay at Homelands was in the best 
interests of the club. 

“Anybody who thinks I’m going to merge 
the club or change the name has got to be jok¬ 
ing,” he said. “On my life, what’s left of it, I 
have given the last 20 years to Maidstone 
United. All I want to do is see it come home 
and if I can’t do that then I want somebody 
else to be in a position to do it.” 

Bowden-Brown said that the deal was 
financially far better for Maidstone than 
moving back to Bourne Park, their home 
from 2001 to 2009, and that it would be easi¬ 
er for a future owner to attract investment if 
the club remains at Homelands. 

David Folb, owner of the Lashings cricket 
Club, is hoping to mount a rescue bid, and 
held preliminary talks with the club last

week. Folb has charged former Stones player 
Glenn Aitken with handling negotiations 
with Bowden-Brown. 

Aitken, a former Gravesend & Northfleet 
chief executive, met informally with club rep¬ 
resentatives last Wednesday night and has 
also had preliminary discussions with 
Bowden-Brown, who reiterated his desire to 
step down last week. 

“I want to get out,” he said. “I’ve done my 
bit, (the takeover) is what I’m working 
towards and I’m not going to stand in any¬ 
one’s way. Administration is not an option, we 
will get through this one way or the other. 

“I hope supporters will see Glenn’s involve¬ 
ment as positive news, but we’ve also got to 
make sure that any deal keeps Oliver Ash 
(who owns 25 per cent of the club’s shares) 
happy.” 

Maidstone United’s poor pre-season form 
continued on Saturday with a 1-0 defeat at 
Faversham Town. The game was decided by a 
penalty on 42 minutes when Dave Botterill’s 
free-kick was handled by Adam Marsh. 
Danny Hunt tucked away the spot kick.
